But as 
Providence hath vouchſafed to caſt my Lot 
among you at this Time, I ſhall crave the help 
of your Prayers, and endeavour in return to 
aſſiſt your Meditations on this melancholy Occa- 
ſion. | 

And here you muſt remember, that you are' 
not come to hear the fine Scholar or Orator, 
or expect that I ſhould ſpend the moſt of the' 
Time in Encomiums upon the Deceaſed 

If you have theſe things in V:2zw, I aſſure 
you that herein you will be diſepyointed ; but if 
the Dear Lord Jeſus ſhall enable me to ſpeak 
ſomething in a plain, Scriptural, and Experi- 
mental manner, for the real Edification of your 
Souls and mine, the End of our meeting will be 
belt anſwered ; and to him ſhall be all the Glory.

The reaſon why I have taken theſe Words, as 


the Subject, matter of our preſent Diſcourſe; | 


was not, becauſe I was defired ſo to do by our 
dear departed Friend and Brother, on his ſick and 
dying Bed ; (for as none of us apprehended much 
Danger till a few Hours before his Death, there 
was nothing ſaid of that ſort, as I know of:) 
But, as in . time of his Health, he frequently 
and ſweetly talked about Death; and has been 
heard to ſay by ſeveral, that he ſhould like theſe 
Words, I kn:w that my Redeemer liveth, for a 
Funeral Text, what more proper ones could be 
choſen ? I hope you need not be told they are 
the Words of Jeb The manner, in which he 
introduces them, is indeed very remarkable : In 
the 23d verſe he breaks out thus; Oh that my 
Hords were now written! Oh that they were 
printed in a Book and (Verſe 24th) That they 
were graven with an Iron Pen, and Lead, in the 
Rack for ever! And what is it that Holy Job fo 
paſſionately wiſhes might be written in a Book, 
and handed down to Poſterity ? Why, that he 


knew his Redeemer lived; as tho' he had ſaid, 


* Let the Ages to come know that even in theſe 
dark Days of the Patriarchs, Chriſt the Re- 
* deemer was known, and believed on, to my 
* unſpeakable Comfort; even in the midſt of 
* my unſpeakable Afflictions and Troubles: 
And Oh! that it may be the happy Experience 
of Generations and Ages to come! — Theſe 
Words were ſpoken in a Conference between Job 
and ſome of his religious Friends, who had 
grieved him with their uncharitable Cenſures in 
the matters of Religion, and queſtioned his Sin- 
cerity towards God.— This good Man was exer- 


ciled alſo with many more very conſiderable! 
| Trials 
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Trials at the fame time, for, (as it has been 
frequently obſerved) one Trouble ſeldom comes 
alone. But let this be remembered for the Com- 
fort of God's Children in general, that God was 
not unmindful of his Servant Job under his 
Affliction; for he knows how to ſupport the 
Godly under, or deliver them-out of their Trou- 
ble; and cauſe it abundantly. to work together 
for their Good. And therefore, as Job had ex- 
traordinary Trials at this time, ſo God was 
pleaſed to vouchſafe him extraordinary Sup- 
ports and Comforts: For, notwithſtanding the 
promiſed Seed, and the Glory of Chriſt's Re- 
demption, was diſcovered at that time, but like 
the dawning of the Day; yet you fee, Job was 
no Stranger to it, and as we have reaſon to 
think, he was juſt now (as Mr. Henry obſerves) 
under an extraordinary Impulſe of the bleſſed 
Spirit; and being raiſed above himſelf, was ſo 
filed with Light and Power, that he was con- 
ſtrained to break out into the ſweet Language of 
our Text, *I know that my Redeemer liveth.” 
In ſpeaking to theſe Words, I ſhall, thro' Di- 
vine Aſſiſtance, 
1ſt, Endeavour to ſhew, that we are all by 
Nature in a State of Captivity and Sin. X 

zd, Speak a little of the Redeemer himſelf, 
and the nature of t Redemption which he 
has wrought out for poor wretched Sinners,” 
3d, That it is the privilege of the People of 
God, to know their particular Intereſt in this 
Redeemer. Way then will be made for an Ap» 
1 ſuitable to the preſent mournful occa- 
ion. 

And firſt, I wou'd endeavour to ſhew, that we 
are all by Nature in a State of Captivity and Sin. 
KS B 2 And 
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And indeed the very word, REDEEMER, plainly 


ſuppoſes this: But altho' this be a Truth that 


appears moſt obvious and clear, both from the 
ſacred Oracles of God, and numberleſs ſad In- 
ſtances, which we may . behold from Day to 
Day; yet ſurprizing as it is, we find too too many 
who abſolutely deny it; crying up the Rectitude 
of Human Nature, and the free Agency of fallen 
Man: And when we teſtify of the Deliverance 
wrought out for us by a Glorious REDEEMER, 
and recommend it to them; they like the Self- 
deceived, Selt-righteous Scribes and Phariſees 
of old, cry out, We were never in Bondage,” 
And many others, I fear, who give their Aſſent 
to theſe awful Truths, and perhaps make it a 

art of their Creed, ſeem to be ſo little af- 
felted with them, as never to have ſought after 
Chriſt in any good earneſt, and remain quite 
Strangers to his Redemption ; at leaſt as to any 
Experience of it in their Heart, But to the Word, 


and to the Teſtimony, and if we ſpeak not con- 


ſiſtent with that, you are to pay no Regard to 
us at all. And what faith the Holy Scripture ? 
The whole World lzeth in Wickedneſs, or (as ſome 
render it) in the Wicked one the Devil, 1 John v. 
19. Therefore he is ſaid to he the God of this 
World, the Prince of the Peter of the Air, the 
Spirit that now worketh in the Children of Diſobe- 
dience, Epheſ. ii. 2. Hence the Apoſtle ſays 
with regard to the Redeemed ; They are tran- 
fated from the Power of Darkneſs, into the King- 
dom of God's dear Sin, Col. i. 13. Thus are we 
by Nature Captives to Satan, and under his 
tyrannical Government. —But this is not all, 
we are likewiſe Captives to Sin; for the Scrip- 
ture declares, Tl at we are all gene cut of tle Tn

that all Fleſh . bath corrupted itſelf before God; 
and the Imagination of the Thoughts of the Heart 
are only evil, and that continually, Gen. v. 12, 
—And again the Carnal Mind is Enmity against 


God, it is not ſubject to his Law, neither indeed 


can be, Rom. viii. 7. We are alſo ſaid to be /o/d 
under Sin, Rom. vii. 14: And even thoſe who 
are Regenerated and Born again, find the fad 
remains of Sin in them ; and to their unſpeakable 
Sorrow, feel the Law in their Members warring 
againſt the Law of their Mind; ſo that when 
they would do Good, Evil is preſent with them 

ſo that Holy Paul himſelf faith, that the Good 
he would, that he did not ; but the Evil that he 
would not, that he did—Not as tho' we were 


to imagine the great Apoſtle of the Gentiles 


could do no good and acceptable thing, be- 
cauſe of the remainder of inbred Sin : No—he 
only means that this ſadly interrupted him in 
his good Intentions, and. prevented his doing 
Good in that perfect Degree that the Word of 
God required, and he deſired to do. Neither 
are we to ſuppoſe, that when this bleſſed Man 
(who had an extraordinary degree of Grace, 
and of the Spirit of God) ſays, that the Evil 
that he would not, that he did, that this (T 
fay) ſhould imply the Living in the Practice of 
Sin, or the violent Out-breakings thereof: It 
only imports that he felt evil and irregular 
Motions in his Heart and Mind, which he la- 
boured to bring into Obedience to Jeſus Chriſt, 
And may we not add to this Scriptural Teſtimo- 
mony, our own ſad Experience, and the Expe- 
rience of thouſands more ? Have we not man 
times, in our nnconverted State, reſolved again 
Sin; either for fear it would hurt our moral 
B 3 Characters,

Characters, and ruin us in our Temporals; or 
what is infinitely worſe, ſink us deep into eter- 
nal Miſery ? I ſay, have we not from ſome ſuch 
. Conſiderations as theſe, reſolved againſt Sin, in 
the moſt ſolemn manner? But our helliſh Euſts, 
our unmanageable Corruptions, in ſpite of all our 
Efforts to the contrary, like ſome furious and ra- 
pid Torrent, have driven down all before them ; 
and we again become their eaſy Prey ?—And 
ſhould not this, my dear Friends, ſerve to con- 
vince us, that no leſs a Power than the Infi- 
nite and ever bleſſed Redeemer's, can deliver us 
from this miſerable Slavery of Sin and Satan ? 
But to proceed, as all the World is become 

ilty before God, his righteous Law (if I may 
10 fay) has arreſted us, and committed us into 
the Hands of infinite Juſtice, which is one of 
God's eſſential Attributes; and he muſt ceaſe 
to be juſt, before he can releaſe ns, without an 
adequate Satisfaction; and conſequently, unleſs 
this Satisfaction be made, God, who has con- 
demned us already, will as ſure as he is God, 
pour down all the Vials of his Wrath upon our 
- guilty helples Heads, and plunge us with 
damned Devils into blackneſs of Darkneſs for 
ever. O! how ſhocking even beyond Expreſ- 
fon is the very Thought !—And was I to leave 
matters here, you might then join Iſſue with our 
Adverſaries, who ſay, we preach nothing but 
Damnation, and drive precious Souls to Deſpair. 
But is this indeed true? God forbid ? Deſpair, 
(as one juſtly obſerves) I pray God you all 
may, of ſaving yourſelves; but let not any, 
even the vileſt of you all, who are made willing 
to. accept of a precious Chriſt, Ee of being 
ay ed {ox ever thro him. a 


and ye poor groaning Captives bound wit 
ten "thouſand Sins; behold I bring you good 
"Tidings, for I am about to ſpeak of a Redeemer, 
that is both able and willing to fave to the very 
uttermoſt, all that come to God by him.—God

- 'Of whom as a Glorious Redeemer, and the 
nature of his Redemption, I am to ſpeak of un- 


der our ſecond general Head, And indeed this is 


a delightful Theme. Here my Fellow Sinners

grant you may be enabled to mix Faith with the 


Word, ſo ſhall a new Song be put into your 


Mouths, and you ſhall know that your Re- 
deemer liveth.— And who is this Redeemer ? 
Why, as touching his Divine Nature, he is God, 


God over all Bleſſed for ever; The Creator of 


the ends of the Earth, who ſaid, let there be 


Light, and there was Light: It is he, that eſta- 


bliſhed the Mountains, that cloaths the Heavens 
with Blackneſs, and makes Sackcloth their Co- 
vering, that rideth on the Wings of the Wind; 
that ſays to the proud Waves of the Sea, thus 
far ſhall ye go, and no farther, and here, ſhall 
your proud Waves be ſtayed. | 

But, let us view him in his complex Nature, 


for he is perfect Man, as well as perfect God: 


He was made Fleſh, and came and dwelt amongft 
ns ; a Man of Sorrows and acquainted with Grief; 


he was tempted in all Things like as we are, yet 


without Sin, —He is our merciful High- prieſt, 
our powerful and all-prevailing Advocate with 
the Father: He is juſt ſuch a Redeemer as ſuch 
blind, ignorant, ill, and hell-deſerving Creatures 
as we are, ſtand in need of; and therefore his 
Name ſhall be called WoxnDERFUL,——O ! that 


the Wonders of it may be made known unto, 
and live upon your Hearts and mine far. ever! 


But, 
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But, to ſpeak ſomething of the Natute of that 
Redemption, which this glorious #Zmmanue! hath 
wrought out and finiſhed for wretched Sinners, 

And here we would obſerve, that it is a free 
Redemption on God's Part ; for it was provided 
by infinite Wiſdom and Love before ever we aſk- 
ed for it. I am found of them (ſays he) that ſought 
me not; you have not choſen me, but I have ch:ſen 
you; and his Delights from Eternity were with the 
Sons of Men. O!] how pleaſing a Thought was 
the Redemption of poor undone Man to him ! 
With what Bowels of Compaſſion and Love does 
he expreſs himſelf? Lo, I come; I eely come, to 
do thy Will, my God; I will endure the Creſs, and 
deſpiſe the Shame: Notwithſtanding, he knew 
the accompliſhing our Redemption would coſt 
him the offering up of his very Soul, and ſhed- 
ding his Heart's Blood. . 

Again, it is free; it is without Money, and 
without Price on our Part; and therefore. we are 
ſaid to be juſtified freely. Not by Works of Righ- 
teouſneſs which we have done (ſays, the Apoſtle) 
but of his own Grace hath he ſaved us: It was his 
own almighty Arm that brought us Salvation 
and of the Peiple there was none with him. Pray 
mind that, of the Pe:ple there was none with him. 
Proud Man would fain be doing ſomething, 
would put in for a Share in the Work of Redem- 
ption; not willing that Chriſt ſhould have all 
the Glory: But you hear there was none with 
him; and therefore he muſt, he ſhall have all 
the Glory of our Salvation : Nay, he is very jea- 
lous of it, and will not give it to another. He 
reſiſteth the proud, but exalteth the humble; 
therefore humble yourſelves under his mighty 
Hand, plead guilty before him; let the *

of your inmoſt Souls be, Lord ſave us, or we 
periſh. 36" if 

Then let it be obſerved, that, although it 
comes free to us, yet this Redemption coft Je- 
ſus Chriſt very dear. You may remember that 
I told you before, that as we are found guilty 
before God, divine Juſtice arreſted us, and that 
God might as ſoon ceaſe to be, as to forgive the 
Sinner, without a full Satisfaction made to his 
violated Law and injured Juſtice.— And this is 
a Work no meer Man, no, nor Angel, is able 
to perform; for thus ſaith the Lord, I will ty 
no means clear the Guilty, And further, Curd 
is very one that continueth not in «ll Things written 
in the Book of the Law to de them, Yea, the 
Apoſtle poſitively affirms, that though a Man 
ſhould keep the whole Law, and yet offend but 
in one Point, he is guilty of the whole ; that is, 
comes under the Condemnation of it, as effectu- 
ally as if he had broken it ten thouſand Times, 
For, notwithſtanding the Offence be done to Man, 


yet as it is againſt an infinite God, there is a De- 


gree of Infinity in our Sins: As Fob - ſays, My 
Sins are infinite; and therefore the Redemption 
of our Souls muſt be exceeding coſtly,—Would 
a Man, in order to make a Satisfaction, tell the 
holy and juſt God, that he was very ſorry for 
his Sins, and would do ſo no more? Suppoſe he 
wept bitterly, and prayed ſeven Times, or ſeven- 
ty times ſeven in a Day; went to Church, or 
Meeting, received the bleſſed Sacrament, gave 
much Alms, and the like; all this, I ſay, would 
not be ſufficient to atone for one Offence, no 
more than if, ſuppoſing I owed my Creditor ten 
thouſand Pounds, I ſhould flatter my ſelf that it 
would be ſufficient to quit the old Score, if I pad 

or

for what 1 had of him for the future :——Nay, 
if one was to give the Fruit of his Body, in Sa- 
crifice, for the Sin of his Soul, it would not 
be an quivalent; for Sacrifices and Offerings 
God would not; neither were all the Blood of 
Bulls and thouſands of Lambs, offered under 
the Ceremonial Law, ſufficient to blot out one 
Sin, nor give Eaſe to the guilty Conſcience : 
Then ſaid the great Redeemer, as I hinted be- 
fore, Lo I come. Oh, joytul News! He is a 
Perſon every way qualified for this great Work. 
Aan had offended, and therefore the eternal 
Son of God became Man, and capable of ſuffer- 
ing; God was offended, and his Juſtice muſt be 
ſatisfied : Jeſus Chriſt being truly God, as well 
as Man, every Act of his Obedience had infinite 
Virtue in it, whereby he hath magnified the Law, 
and made it ten thouſand Times more honour+ 
able than if all Fleſh had been damned for ever: 
He hath made it, I ſay, more honourable than 
ever we have, or could diſhonour it by all our 
helliſh Diſobedience. —He is therefore the very 
End of the Law, for Righteouſneſs, to all them 
that believe. See him in the Garden! Mark well 


his bitter Agony ! Was ever Sorrow like his Sor- 


row ! His righteous Soul was not only ſorrowful, 
but exceeding ſorrowful, even unto Death. Juſ- 
tice is here diſplayed without the leaſt Mixture 
of Mercy, whilſt it receives the Price of our Re- 
demption at the Hands of our Surety. He was 
wounded for our Iniquity :—He, the holy, harm- 
leſs, ſpotleſs Lamb of God was bruiſed for our 
Sins, It pleaſed the Father to bruiſe him. He 
awakens the flaming Sword of Juſtice againſt the 
Man that is his Fellow, and plunges it ſo deep 
into his dear Soul, that he cries out, Fit be 


poſſible 
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ible, let this Cup paſs from me] But this cannot 
* have Ki ACA and are under the Sen- 
tence of Death; and therefore Chriſt mult die in 
our Stead, or we mult periſh for ever.—Juſtice 
cries for Blood, and will have it. Oh! amazing 
Sight. Oh! boundleſs Love! Jeſus! our dear 
Lord Jeſus willingly offers himſelf to the dread- 
ful Stroke.-—1n his Heart's Blood behold the 
vengeful Sword, and Rebels ranſomed by their 
dying Lord. The Year of his Redeemed wag 
then fully come, and the Day of Vengeance was 
now in his hand ; and, coſt him what it will, 
he is determined to redeem and ſave his People, 
even out of the Hands of Juſtice, by his ineſtim- 
able and all-meritorious Blood ; and alſo from 
the Power of Sin and Satan, by the Power of 
his almighty Spirit; for by his thus dying he 
made an End of Sin, and ſpoiled its Power, nail» 
ing it to his Croſs; and through Death deſtroy- 
ed him that bad the Power of Death, that is the 
Devil. 

Hence, my dear Friends, divine Juſtice itſelf 
crys out, / am well pleaſed: Mark that ſweet 
Word; not only pleaſed, but well pleaſed, I 
have found a Ranſom ; therefore ſpeak comfortably, 
ſpeak comfertably to my Pecple ſaith the Lord; tell 
them tbeir Iniguilies are pardoned, and their War- 
fare is accompliſhed, —Jeſus, whilſt he bows his 
dying Head, publiſhes with his lateſt Breath, It 7s 
finiſhed : and therefore God can now be juſt, and yet 
juſtify the moſt ungodly who believe in Jeſus.— 
Add to all this, that it is an everlaſting Redem- 
ption. None ſhall be able to pluck his redeem- 
ed ones out of his Hands, hs (ſays the Apoſtle) 
ſhall be able to ſeparate us from the Love of God, 
which is in Chrift Jeſus: Nether Life nor Death,

nor Principalities nor Powers, nor am other Crea- 
fure. For Iſrael ſhall be ſaved in the Lord, with 
an everl:/i.ng Salvation: They ſhall never be lam 
# ed nor cnfoundcd, Werld without End: Fer their 
4 Life is hid with Chrift in God; and when Chriſt, 
F who is thar Life, ſhall appear, they alſo ſhall ap- 
| pear with him in Glory. 
Thus have endeavoured as propoſed, to ſpeak 
a little of the Nature of this Redemption. 
I proceed now to ſhew, that it is the undoubted 
Privilege of every true Believer to know their 
particular Intereſt in it; to keep to the Words 
of our Text, To knw that our Kedeemer liveth. 
This is indeed the Chriſtian Shiboleth ; and in 
this Knowledge are all the Sweets of Religion E. 
contained. But, methinks, ſome already begin to 
ſay, Have all true Chriſtians the full Aſſurance of 
Faith? —I anſwer, and readily admit, that there 
are Degres of Faith; ſome are ſtrong, and others 
are weak in it; and conſequently, there may be 
true Faith, where there is a Mixture (eſpecially 
at Times) of doubting.— But then, if I examine 
into the Nature of Faith, as exhibited in the 
Word of God, and experienced by his People 
both under the Old and New Teſtament, we 
cannot but think it is the indiſputable Privilege | 
of every Believer to preſs after and attain to a 
comfortable and ſatisfactory Perſuaſion or Aſ- 
2 ſurance of his ,Intereſt in Chriſt ; however this 
Intereſt may be clouded in a Time of Tempta- 
tion. Hear how confidently the Royal Pſalmiſt 
ſpeaks of his Intereſt in this great Redeemer, The 3 
Lord is my Shepherd, And again, O God, thou A 
art my God, And ſpeaketh not Jeremia the 
ſame? The Lord is my Portion, 255 2 my Scul, And 4 
doth not the Church breath the ſame Language, j

when after ſetting forth the Excellencies of 
Chriſt, Canticles chap. v. ſhe ſpeaks of one inwhom 
ſhe had a ſpecial Intereſt, Thrs is my beloved, and 
this is my Friend. And again, My beloved it 
mine, and I am his, If we go forward to the 
New Teſtament Saints, how fully are they per- 
fuaded of their Intereſt in Chriſt, and all the Be- 
nefits of his Redemption ? What ſays Thomas af- 
ter his Fit of Unbelief ? Why, he cries qut, in 
the full Aſſurance of Faith, My Lord, and my 
Ged: And holy Paul ſays, I ho loved me, and 
= gave himſelf for me: And when he is writing of 
= Chriſtians in general, does not the ſame Apoſte 
ſay, We know that when our earthly Houſe of this 
Tabernacle is diſſolved, we have a Building with 
God, eternal in the Hiavens *——Agpain, we have 
ERedemptien through his Blood, the Forgivenneſs of 
Sint. And the Evangeliſt John ſays, Now are 
wwe the Sons cf God, And what but ſuch a Per- 
ſuaſion and Aſſurance of their Intereſt in Chriſt's 
Redemption could fill the Souls of many of our 
Engliſh Martyrs, with ſuch Joy and Comfort under 
their cruel Sufferings, and carry them undaunted 
through the Terrors and Pains of Death ? 

And, to the Glory of God be it ſpoken, I have 
known many of a much later Date, who, even 
in their dying Moments have teſtified, they were' 
fully ſatisfied and aſſured that their Redeemer 
lived, and that they ſhould live with him for ever. 
Let us not therefore, my dear Friends, confine 
theſe Privileges to the Saints of old, leſt we con- 
fine Heaven to them alſo, and exclude ourſelves 
tor ever. | 

For, if we examine into the Natnre of Faith, 
I think it is very clear that it carries along wi h 
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it at leaſt ſome Degree of Certainty and Self. 
evidence; for, what is Faith but a truſting upon 
and receiving of the Lord Jeſus? T — 52 St. 
Paul ſays to the Epheſian Saints, In whom ye alſo 
truſted And the Evangeliſt John ſays, To as 
many. as received him to them gave he Power to be- 
come the Sons of God, even ta as many as believed 
gn his Name ——And, in the xith of Hebrews, 
where the Apoſtle gives the Definition of Faith, 
we are told, That it is the T. Fe of Things 

h:ped for, and the Evidence of Things net ſeen. 
But, if we come to preſent Experience, what 
ſays a poor convinced Sinner, that feels himſelf 
in the miſerable Caſe deſcribed in the former 
Part of our Diſcourſe ? For, think you, my Bre- 
thren, that the bare News that there is one who 
can deliver him, or who has delivered many others 
in the like Circumſtances, will be ſufficient for 
the Comfort and Conſolation of a burdened and 
wounded Sinner, whilſt he groans beneath the 
gauling Chains of Sin and Guilt? Surely no.— 
Nothing leſs than an actual and real Deliverance 
will ſatisfy ſuch a Soul; for, the Language of 
one in theſe Circumſtances is, Lord bring my 
„Soul out of Priſon, and deliver me from the 
Hand of him that is ſtronger than me.” —And 
can we imagine this can be accompliſhed, and 
he not be ſenſible of it What? Is there ſo 
{mall a Difference between a Perſon's being un- 
der the Power of Sin and Satan, and his being 
tranſlated into the Kingdom of God's dear Son, 
that Prince of Peace, as not to be, in ſome De- 
gree, ſatisfied of the Change? You may as well 
believe that a Galley-ſlave may be delivered from 
his wretched Servitude and Bondage, and put 
7 into 
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their Deliverance from Sin by the Death of Chriſt, 
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into the Poſſeſſion of all the Liberties and Privi- 
leges that we enjoy under the mild and happy 
Government of his Majeſty King GEoRGE, and 
yet know nothing of the Difference between his 
former Yoke, and the preſent Freedom. But 
further, to make uſe of another Simile, will an 
unapplied, tho? never ſo well prepared Medicine 
of the moſt ſkillful Phyfician, ſatisfy a fick Per- 
ſon that is almoſt racked to Death with Pain? 
Can ſuch a one, think you, find no Difference 
between the Medicine being only prepared, and 
its being really applied ; eſpecially when, upon 
the Application of it, the poor Patient finds it 
immediately attended with all the ſalutary Effects 
he wiſhed for? Aſſuredly no: And therefore, as 
one obſerves, © As an unapplied Medicine will 
„be of no Service to the Body, ſo an unap- 
* plied Chriſt will be of no ſaving Benefit to the 
“ Soul.“ And indeed, when a Soul is made 
truly ſenſible of its Guilt and Miſery, it can no 
more reſt without the Application of Chriſt's 
Redemption, than the hungry Man can be ſatis- 
fied without eating, or the thirſty faiating Tra- 


veller without drinking. — Our Lord pronoun- 


ces thoſe bleſſed that hunger and thirſt after 
Righteouſneſs; and, tho' that may be true Faith 
which is attended with Weakneſs, and clouded 
with much Doubting and Fears at Times, yet we 
are not to look upon it as a Virtue, but, on the 
contrary, a great Evil to donbt; and, where 


the Grace of God is in Truth, the Soul will cer- 
tainly pray againſt it, and labour after a full Af- 


ſurance of Faith: — And therefore, when Per- 
ſons ſeem to be eaſy, without ſome Certainty of 
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I really think there is great Reaſon to fear that 

they never truly felt the Guilt of Sin, or Want 

of Chriſt at all. For as Martin Luther, that 

great and eminent Servant of Jeſus Chriſt, ob- 

ſerves, the very Marrow of the Goſpel lies in 

"thoſe ſweet Words, my and ut But now the 
mournful Taſk begins: For it is Time, in or- 

der to make an Application ſuitable to this Even- 

ing's Solemnity, to ſpeak a little of what our 
Friend and Brother, (whoſe dear Remains lie 

there before us) knew of this bleſſed Redeemer. 

And, Thanks be to God, I can tell you, that he 
could adopt the Words of holy 7%; and, from 

a feeling Experience of divine Love could ſay, 

I know that my Redeemer liveth, long before he 

was called to he a Preacher of the everlaſting 
Goſpel; and ſince I have known him, which 

has been upwards of ten Years, his Life and 
Converſation has been an Honour to his Profeſ- 
ſion. Indeed, when he came up to London, ma- 
ny Years ago, his Mind was too much enſnared 
by the Vanities of the Town, by which he con- 
tracted, much Guilt; but God was pleaſed ſoon 
to make him ſo ſenſible of it, that he had no 
Reſt in his Soul till he knew it was purged away 
by the Blood of Chriſt : and from that Time he 

was ſomewhat remarkable for his Spirituality and 
Zeal for his God; fo that when he was only a 
private Member of this Society, he was made a 
great Bleſſing to many ; and, for his good Con- 
verſation in Chriſt, was deſervedly reſpected and 
beloved. For ſome Time he exerciſed his Gifts 
in a private Way; and, I believe, it is about ſe- 
ven Years ſince he appeared more publicly in the 


Lord's Work: And though he (as well as ſome 
others 
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others of us) had no great Share of human Learn- 
ing, yet, having good natural Parts, a warm 
Heart, a good Experience, and a found Judg- 
ment in the great Truths of the Goſpel, he 
became very acceptable and profitable to the 
People where-ever he went; and, being bleſſed 
for the awakening and comforting of many, he 
grew more and more popular, and extenſively 
uſeful, not accounting his Health, or even his ve- 
ry Life dear unto himſelf, ſo that he might win 
ſome of you to his precious Chriſt ; whom, in 
his private friendly Viſits amongſt you, as well 
as in publick, many of you have heard him ſo 
fweetly and zealouſly recommend. But, alas ! 
you will now no more hear the ſweet Life-giving 
Truths of the Goſpel from his Lips in Publick, 
nor any more of his ſolemn Warnings and godly. 
Admonitions, or ſeaſonable Exhortations in pri- 
vate. That Jeſus, that Maſter whom he loved 
and ſerved, has called him home from all his 
Labours, to our very great Loſs, but his own 
unſpeakable Gain. Where, where is he now? 
No doubt, in the very Viſion and Fruition of 
God and the Lamb, chanting forth the high 
Praiſes of that Jeſus, who had redeemed him to 
God by his moſt precious Blood, and made him. 
a Workman that needed not be aſhamed, — 

And did you, my dear Friends, improve his 
valuable Labours as you ought whilſt you enjoyed 
them ? Have none of you any Reaſon to cry out, 
My Leaneſs, my Leanneſs ! and to fear God may 
haye taken him away as a Chaſtiſement for your 
Unfruitfulneſs ? Have you received the Word as 
preached by him, and others amongſt you, in the 
Love of it? Has it been made ſavingly uſeful to 
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your never-dying ſouls? Do you indeed prize it 
more than fine Gold? Do you indeed flouriſh in 
the Courts of our God, or are you ſettling on 
your Lees, I mean growing formal or declining 
in your Love and Eſteem for Chriſt, and, thro' 
ſpiritual Sloth ſtopping ſhort of an Intereſt in 
this glorious Redeemer ?—1f fo, tho' the dear 
Servant of God be now dead before us, he yet 
ſpeaketh: And is not this his Language, A- 
« wake, awake, ye drowly ſleeping Virgins ; 
„ and ye half-hearted Chriſtleſs Profeſſors, flee 
to the atoning Blood of that Redeemer whom 
« I knew on Earth, and now enjoy in Heaven; 
give all Diligence to make your Calling and 
„Election ſure: ” Or otherwiſe, * I ſtand 
ready to be a Witneſs againſt you in the 
« Judgment of the Great Day.“ O dreadful 
Thought ! May God of his infinite Mercy pre- 
vent it. | 

But ſtop: Methinks I hear him ſay, Speak 
not of me, but ſpeak to them of Jeſus, and en- 
quire whether they have an Intereſt in his Blood. 
And here you muſt give me Leave, as was pro-
